BROWN ON CLEVELAND 


The Views of Georgia’s Senior 
Senator Expressed. 


PARTY SUCCESS THE HIGHEST ISSUE. 


And the Settlement of the Race Issue More 
‘Important Than Temporary Questions 
~The Civil Service Law. 


Wasninctoxs, May 2.—[Special.]—I noted 
{n tLe Washington correspondence of the Ma- 
con Telegraph of Tuesday a statement that a 
clandestine movement, involving the presi- 
dent, was started here, and was attempted to 
be carried out in the Georgia county conven- 
tions, and it goes on to deny an alleged state- 
ment that the president told Senator Brown 
that he did not desire a division in the party, 
and would prefer that none of the state con- 
ventions adopt any “‘straightout declaration of 
conturrence in the present policy.’”’ So far 
as your correspondent can learn, no such state- 
ment has been made, and it is said to have 
originated in the minds of some Georgians here, 
who have made it their purpose and object to 
fight the senior senator from Georgia on ac- 
count of his tariff views. 

However, your correspondent submitted to 
Senator Brown the article in question, but he 
declined to be interviewed farther than to say 
he did have a pleasant interview with Presi- 
dent Cleveland on political matters, but it was 
a private interview, and Le declined to state 
what was said or make any statement about it. 
However, I have repeatedly heard Senator 
Brown say that he was in favor of the unani- 
mous nomination of Mr. Cleveland by the St. 
Louis convention; that he was in favor of the 
appointment by the Georgia democratic con- 
vention of a unanimous Cleveland delegation, 
and that he was in faver of the passage by the 
Georgia convention of strong resolutions in- 
dorsing without qualification the wisdom 
and patriotism of President Cleve- 
jand, and that he was in favor of 
an unqualified indorsement of his  ad- 
ministration. I understand Senator Brown 
believes that President Cleveland, like all 
other men, is subject to make mistakes, and 
there may be some particular act of the admin- 
istration with which Senator Brown does not 
agree. Insofarasitisa departure from the 
democratic platform of 1884, he does not agree 
with the president’s late tariff message. He 
does not agree with the recommendations of 
the president to discontinue the coinage of 
silver, as this would greatly reduce the volume 
of currency and the price of property, caused 
to take more property to pay debts than it now 
takes, thus injuring the debtor class for the 
benetit of the creditor class. New England 
and New York are creditor states; the south 
and west are debterstates. The establishment 
of a gold standard, excluding silver as money, 
would greatly enrich New England and New 
York at the expense of the south and west. 
The other day, on what is known as Beck’s 
amendment in the senate, over two-thirds of 
the democratic senators voted against the pres- 
ident’s silver policy. 

Again, Senator Brown does not agree with 
the president’s civil service policy. Senator 
Brown believes when democrats elect a_presi- 
dent and vice-president the democrats are en- 
titled to the offices. But while he differs with 
the president on these questions he has no 
hesitation in saying that, taken as a. whole, 
President Cleveland has given the country an 
honest,fstraightforward, common sense, demo- 
cratic administration. Taken asa whole, the 
senator fully indorses the administration and 
believes the democracy of Georgia should in- 
dorse him without a dissenting voice, and that 
Pvesident Cleveland should be unanimously 
renominated and triumphantly elected. 

The senator says there has been no more im- 
portant election since the war, and he consid- 
ers ita matter°of vital importance that the 
democratic party should be successful. 

The republicans give daily evidence of their 
intention to make it a bitter sectional fight, 
waving the bloody-shirt on every part of the 
field, and slandering the south and her insti- 
tutions in every political sphere. In this state 
of things the democracy cannot afford to divide 
on the tariff question, the silver question, the 
civil service question, the president’s veto, and 
other questions. 


is vastly more important than any or all these 
issues. 

While the delegates may differ on some of 
the questions above mentioned, it wouid be 
unwise to stir up strife on account of such dif- 
ferences of opinion. All true democrats will 
unite in an effort to defeat the republican 
party and maintain the supremacy of the con- 
stitution and‘wise administration of the laws. 

These are the views which your correspond- 
ent has heard Senator Brown express over and 
over again without concealment or hesitation, 
though I think he has refused again and again 
to be interviewed by correspondents on these 
questions; but, as is his custom, he makes no 
concealment of his opinions. E. W. B.

CULP BEFORE THE COMMITTEE. 
Investigating the Great Monopolies—The 
Standard’s Rebates. i 

WasHincron, May 2.—Before the house 
committee of manufactures today, several 
nours of the session were consumed in argu- 
ments by counsel for the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad in defense of the refusal of two 
of its officers to produce statements of rebates 
allowed on that road. Without deciding upon 
the merits of the points raised, the committee 
determined to proceed with the examination 
of the officers. The witnesses were J. M. Culp, 
general freightagent, and A.F. Broaddus, divis- 
10n freight agent, who had been summoned to 
appear before the committee to testify and to 
bring the books of the Louisville and Nash- 
Ville Railroad company showing all rebates, 
allowance and deductions made to shippers 
over its lines during the last ten years, and 
the statements of the shipments of oil during 
the years 1886, 1887 and 1888. The complain- 
ant was George Rice, of Marietta, Ohio. Mr. 
Broaddus was first called and questioned with 
regard to the rates which had been 
given the Standard and affiliated companies, 
and those given to others, the object being to 
show the discrimination which it is alleged 
is enabling the Standard to maintain a mo- 
nopoly of the oil business to the injury of 
other persons. The examination did’ not 
elicit anything of importance, witness, by ad- 
vice of counsel, declining to answer most of 
the questions. A difference, he said, was 
made in the rates on tank and barreled oil. 
He did not know positively, but thought that 
rates were not the same to all persons on tank 
or barreled oil at all times. Witness said that 
cars carrying petroleum south usually returned 
loaded with cotton seed oil and turpentine. 
Mr. Culp also declined to answer questions 
With regard to rebates and discriminations, or 
to produce the books of the cempany. No 

iscrimination whatever, he said, had been 
made since the interstate commerce law went 

to effect.

FOUND IN THE SWAMP. 


The Discovery of the Remains of Two Young 
Men. 

CHARLESTON, Miss., May 2.—[Special.]—On 
last Sunday, 23d instant, °a negro man, while 
going through a portion of the swamp about 
ten miles southwest of this place, came across 
a@ part of two human skeletons; very much 
alarmed, he proceeded to the nearest house to 
report his strange discovery. As soon as the 
news could be reported, a number of mon re- 
paired to the lonely spot to make an investiga- 
tion. They found tho report to be correct. 
After searching around, they observed some- 
thing like the remains of clothing, almost coy- 
ered with dirt; in digging out these decayed 
particles of clothing, some three or four dollars 
in silver, and an open face silver watch were 
found, but the skullsand a few of the larger 


bones were all that could be gathered of the’ 


skeletons. The smaller bones had 
either been eaten by hogs, or some 
wild animals, or had been washed away by the 
high waters. The universal conclusion is that 
these few bones belong to the bodies of two 
young men, the sons of respectable families 
and citizens of this place, who were drowned 
during the great overflow of 1882. 

These young men, James Bailey and John 
Roberson, left Charleston, intending to go over 
to the river farm of Colonel J. 8. Bailey. Only 
a few miles of the journey could be made on 
horseback, before reaching the eastern limit of 
the water which, at the time, covered nearly 
the whole of the Mississippi valley, in some 
places nearly a hundred miles wide. The rest 
of the way was to be made in a dugout, 
through an uncleared swamp of great gum and 
cypress trees, cane brakes and vines, where 
naught was heard but the roar and splash of 
the waves, or perchance, the distressing low 
of some unfortunate cow, that had been shut 
in on some little point by the fast rising 
water. .These young men, against the re- 
monstrances of some friends, whom they 
passed on the way, persisted in their effort 
to make the trip. From some cause, which 
will forever remain a matter of conjecture, the 
‘dug out’ was capsized, and the two men went 
down torise no more. After the water went 
down an extensive, but unavailing search, was 
made by friends and relatives to discover the 
bodies. Two more overfiows followed in quick 
succession, viz. : 1883 and 1884; and then again 
this spring the Tallahachie river was very 
high, inundating tothe depth of several feet 
the spot where the remains were found. The 
thought of ever finding auy trace of the miss- 
ing men had faded from the mindof all. Six 
long years, amid the tangled vines and cane, 
watched over by the tall, sad lovking guins, 
trampled upon by the beasts of the forest, 
buried beneath the angry overtiow, beat upon 
by the wind and rain and hail, lay these once 
handsome forms with no requiem but the 
hoot of an owl or sough of the wind. 

But a bright Sabbath of April, 1888, the 
whole forest awake with the animation of 
spring, the green grass and creeping yine vie- 
ing with each other in rapidity of growth: the 
tall lonely gums the faithful sentinels for so 
long now clothed afresh in a canopy of green, 
and a wandering negro perhaps whistling mer- 
rily the corn songs of ‘‘days gone by’ and 
thinking of better days to come, is suddenly 
arrestedin his progress and hushed to silence 
at what lies before him. - Cautiously he moves 
nearer, his eyes thé while growing whiter and 
and larger and seemingly his woolly hair be- 
gins to unkink ; he hesitates but a moment; he 
sees askull. Turning with fright he increases 
his speed and stops not till the wonderful 
tale is told. When the news was brought to 
Charleston, the relatives of the deceaséd sent 
two coflins for the remainsand today the 
skeletons of the young men who were born 
and raised here were TLaried after lying un- 
coflined for six long years.

THE INTERSTATE COMMERCE LAW. 


Terms of the Substitute Prescnted in the Sen- 
$ ate. as 

WASHINGTON, May 2.—The bill reported in 
the senate as a substitute for the Cullom bill, 
proposing amendments to the interstate com- 
merce law, proposes toamend the sixth sec- 
tion of that law so as to require that ‘‘printed 
schedules of rates shall be kept open to the 
public.’”” That reduction in published rates 
shall only be made after three days public no- 
tice instead of without previous notice as at 
present, and that provisions in regard to ad- 
vances and reductions in rates shall apply to 
the joint tariffs made by connecting roads 
as-well as to tariffs made by individual 
roads. It is proposed to amend the tenth sec- 
tion of the act, the criminal penalty section, 
by making those convicted of violating thefact 
liable to imprisonment for not exceeding two 
years, in addition to the fine already provided 
for; or both fine and imprisonment in the dis- 
eretion of the court, when the offense isan un- 
lawful discrimination in rates for the transpor- 
tat#n of passengers or property. 

The committee proposes three provisions in 
in regard to ‘‘under billing.’’ The first is that 
ofticers, agents or employes of the railroad, who, 
by means of false billing, false classification, false 
weighing, or false report of weight,or by any 
other device or means, knowingly and willful- 
ly, assists or willingly suffer, or permit any 
person to obtain transportation at less than es- 
tablished rates shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and shall be iubiect to a tine of 
not exceeding $5,000 or imprisonment for not 
exceeding two years, or both at the discretion 
of the court. 

The second is thatany person or officer, or 
agent of any corporation, who delivers proper- 
ty for transportation, to any common carrier, 
subject to the provisions of the act or for 
whom, as consignor or consignee, such car- 
rier shall transport property, who, shall,know- 
ingly and wilfully, by false billing, false class- 
ification, false weighing, or false report of 
weight, or by any other device or means, 
whether with or without the consent or conni- 
vance of the railroad or its agents, obtain 
transportation for property at less than the es- 
tablished rates shall be deemed guilty of fraud, 
which is declared to be a misdemeanor, pun- 


-ishable as in the first case. 


The third provision makes subject to the 
same penalties any person who, by the pay- 
ment of money, etc., or by solicitation, shall 
induce any railread or any of its officers er 
agents to discriminate unjustly in his favor as 
against any other consignor pr consignee in the 
transportation of property, and also makes 
such persons liable with such railroad in an 
action on a case to be brought by an pansies 
or consignee, discriminated against for all dam- 
ages resulting therefrom.- The only other 
amendments of general interest proposed are 
one to permit a railroad to carry free destitute 
and homeless persons, transported by charita- 
ble societies, and another to permit a railroad 
to give reduced rates to municipal governments 
for the transportation of indigent persons. 


The Chinese Treaty. 


WASHINGTON, May 2.—In secret session to- 
day Mr. Sherman reported back the Chinese 
treaty from the senate committee on foreign 
relations with the recommendation of commit- 
tee that it be ratified. The committee made 
two minor amendments, one providing that the 
prohibitional features of the treaty shall apply 
to those who are now absent from the ware § 
regardless of any certificates they may hold, 
ami the other requires that classes prtivileged 
to return shall only be permitted to land upon 
presenting certificates issued subsequently to 
the present time. Mr. Sherman asked that 
treaty be taken up today, but objection was 
made and it went over.

THE JUDGE STEPS OUT, 


And Makes a Speech on the 
Tariff. 


MR. STEWART’S EFFORT LAST NICHT. 


Our Representative Makes an Argument for 
the Mills Bill—The Voorhees-Ingalls 
Episode in the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, May 2.—[Special.]—Juadge 
Stewart was the first member of the Georgia 
delegation to make a tariff ‘speech. He spoke 
tonight to a smal! house, but was congratulated 
by all democrats present. It was the judge's 
maiden set speech in the halls of congress, but 
he acquitted himself like an old stager. 

Judge Stewart said, in brief, that taxation 
was not asentiment, but a stubborn fact; that 
at no time in the history of this government 
had. the necessity been greater than at present, 
that only sufficient revenue shou!d be collected 
for an economical administrat‘on of the gov- 
ernment. He said that $80,000,000 was re- 
quired to discharge the pension roll of this 
year; $40,000,000 to pay interest on the public 
debt, and nearly $20,000,000 for current 
expenses, and that this vast 
sum ‘of maney has to be 
raised from the hard earnings of the people, 
either by direct taxationjorfby adding it to the 
ost of articles of consumption; and, notwith- 
standing all this, under the system of the high 
protective tariff, a surplus of near $65,000,000 
is accumulating annually in the treasury. The 
business interests of the country will be 
paralyzed if this surplus is not reduced. It is 
a menace to good government, and a tempta- 
tion tepvicked and extravagant legislation. 

He said it was a well established rule of 
political economy, that luxuries were the 
proper subjects of taxation, and that taxes 
should be laid on the necessaries of lifeas light 
as possible. He insisted that this wholesome 
rule had been adopted in connection with the 
Mills bill. That while he was willing to vote 
for the repeal of the tobacco tax, and while 
not specially wedded to the system of internal 
revenue tax, yet he regarded spirituous liquors 
asa luxury that life could be maintained 
without, and preferred that it should be 
taxed rather than the necessities of life. 

He said it would be wise legislation to give 
the people cheaper food and cheaper clothing: 
rather than cheap whisky. While it was 
claimed that the internal revenue law was a 
war tax, and therefore should be repealed, we 
should not lose sight of the fact that the effects 
of war are still with us. That the war hascost 
already more than six billion of dollars, and he 
doubted whether we were yet half done paying 
its cost. He gave as an illustration the num- 
ber and amount of dutiable articles used in an 
ordinary sized family in moderate circum- 
stances, and showed the amount of duty under 
the present law and what the amount of duty 
would be under the Mills bill, and showed 
that the difference would amount to about one 
hundred dollars per annum in favor of the 


{Mills pill. 


This illustration was so clear and simple 
that it will be easily understood by every one, 
and many regard it asa good point in favor of 
the Mills bill. He said all legislation was the 
result of compromising concessions and that 
tariff Jaws deeply concerned the business in- 
terests of the entire country. That it required 
the exercise of good judgment inspired by feel 
ings of patriotism, and: that we should realize 
in the fullest sense that we are American citi- 
zens, legislating for a great people, and that 
we should be willing to lay aside personal 
ambition and partisan feelings for the com- 
mon good. 

He concluded by saying that while democrats 
in the house are endeavoring to lift the bur- 
dens from the shoulders of the toiling people 
that it was a strange spectacle to behold repub- 
licans resisting with might and main all efforts 
in this direction; that they offered nothing, 
but stubbornly declare, ‘‘We object.’’ 

During his remarks the judge devoted some 
time in diseussing the relation of the tariff to 
the labor question, stating that the price of 
labor was not regulated by either high or low 
tariff.for proof of which he submitted statistical 
tables upon the subject of labor in this and 
other countries. 

TR LLAIR TILL. 

At a meeting of the house education com- 
mittee this morning the sub-committee report- 
ed a substitute for the Blair bill, whieh gives 
the proceeds of the sales of public lands to 
states for educational purposes at the rate of 
&S,000,000 to be distributed annually, the 
money to be divided in proportion to the pop- 
ulation of childrenin the respective states be- 
tween eight and fourteen years ofage. A mi- 
nority report was presented in favor of the 
Blair bill, and just as the committee was about 
to make two reports, Mr. Caruth, of Kentucky, 
retired from the room, leaving the committee 
without a quorum and preventing action. 
This again adds to the impossibility of getting 
the bill through the house this session. 

Chairman Candler was present, and after the 
meeting stated that he did not wish the bill 
smothered but desired the committee to report 
on it, and would attempt to have them do so. 
As to the bill, he favored it with those provis- 
ions stricken out which give the federal gov- 
ernment control of state schools and text books. 
Without this stricken out he is opposed to it. 

THE INGALLS-VOORHEES QUARREL. 

The scene in the senate yesterday between 
Senators Voorhees and Ingalls has been a sub- 
ject of great discussion todagy Mr. Ingalls 
was at the senate early, and wasin the vice- 
president’s chair and appeared calm and se- 
rene, as though nothing had happened. Sena- 
tor Voorhees was not in his seat until late in 
the day, and then only remained fora few 
minutes. Mr. Ingallis’s failure to take some 
notice of Mr. Voorhees’s language in calling 
him a liar is causing the Kansas senator to be 
criticized and condemned. Some think he 
should assert his manhood and challenge Mr. 
Voorhees, though it does not seem probable 
that anything will be done. The talk of ex- 
pelling Mr. Voorhees by the republicans. has 
subsided, and it is doubtful if any attention 
will be paid to the matter. 

Mr. Johnson, of Indiana, to whom Voorhees 
referred as the “‘scoundrel and liar’’ sitting be- 
hind Mr. Ingalls was surrounded by his friends 
before the house met this morning. From the 
calm way in which he discussed the matter it 
was seen that there was no danger of a duel re- 
sulting, and the interest dropped several de- 
grees. Mr. Johnson said he did not think he 
should pay any attention to what Mr. Voor- 
hees had said. Johnson is known in his state

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WHIRLED AROUND A WHEEL. 
A Remarkable Case Reported From South 


Carolina, 

Cotumara, 8. C., May 2.—[Special.]—The 
case of Absolom Frieson, a white boy liv- 
ing in Clarendon county, is one of the most 
remarkable in the history of medical science. 

doctors who have seen him say there is no 
such case on reébrd. The boy was carelessly 
fing around the mill, when he was caught 
by the gearing and pulled up against a revolv- 
ingwheel. His. head was drawn against the 
wheel just where the héad of an iron bolt 
Was projecting, and tefore the machinery 
could be stopped, this wheél fiad possibly re- 
volved a hundred timés, the iron bolt each 
se tearing through his forehead. When re- 
eased from the machinery, his head was a 
terribly mangled object. The bolt had 
, & passage through his fore- 
head from the top of his head to the 
middle of his nose, about five inches long, an 
inch and a half wide, and an inch deep, The 
brain was exposed in this passage for about 
ree inches by one and a half inches, and 
small parts of it were destroyed. The nasal 
bone, except a very small part of it, was torn 
out, and a cavity an inch and a half deep is 
made where the nose should be. It wasa 
fearful sight, and there is no parallel case on 
record where a person survived such a shock to 
his nervous system, to say nothing of the 
wound itself. The boy himself declares he is 
not going todie. The patient has to be kept 
dn his back, for, should his head be turned 
face downward, aslight jar would probably 
throw his brains out of his. head. 
A fit of vomiting would prove 
fatal. Both the membranes that cover the 
brain have been torn away, and the only hopes 
is that nature will supply another. The cool 
weather has been favorable towards suppress- 
ing inflammation. The greatest danger is from 
inflammation, or blood poisoning, either ‘of 
which would prove fatal. The wound appears 
to be healing. The boy says he feels a great 
deal better, and it is possible that he may get 
well. He has about one chance out of a hun- 
dred thousand. 


THE FIGHT TILL DEATH. 


Particulars of the Duel at Jackson, M iss., 
in Which Both Combatants Were Killed. 

New ORLEANS, May 2.—E, L. Martin, pub- 
lisher of the New Mississippian, sends the 
P icayune the following account of the tragedy 
at Jackson yesterday. Mr. Martin was re- 
turning to his office from his dinner, at about 
20’clock, when he was met midway between 
his home and his oftice by General Wirt Ad- 
ams anda friend, who had left the postofitice 
afew minutes earlier and were proceding to- 
wards Martin’s home. Aneye witness, Wal- 
ter Johnion, who was standing near, states 
that Adams stopped Martin and engaged him 
in conversation for about a minute, when Ad- 
ams drew his pistol and fired, knocking 
Martin’s hat off. Adams second shot 
brought Martin to his knees. The latter 
experienced considerable ditliculty in drawing 
his pistol, but finally succeeding, he tired rap- 
idiy. The third shot by Adams caused Martin 
to fall flat on his back. After g few seconds, 
however. he partially rose and steadying him- 
self on his elbow shot Adams directly through 
the heart, killing him instantly. Martin lived 
afew minutes only, sonatiiine to Charles 
Campbell : 

“Tam a dead man.” 

Owing to the fact that Martin is believed to 
have received four shots while only three 
chambers of Adams’s pistol were empty some 
suspicions attaches to Ned Farrish, Adatms’s 
friend, and an investigation will be held. 
i Martin, though only twenty-five years of age, 
stood at the head of Mississippi journalism. 
General Adams was between sixty-five and 
seventy years of age and was one of Missis- 
sippi’s most distinguished men. 

Troublous Times in South Carolina. 

RALEIGH, N. C., May 2.—[Special. —A spe- 
cial from Bennettsville, S. C., says that Dock 
Dargar, a negro’ boy, deliberately shot with a 
gun and instantly killed a white boy, W. E. 
Coxe, Jr. All the parties lived near Bennetts- 
ville. The negro is in jail there. Several 
attempts have been made to lynch him. The 
sheriff keeps the jail guarded. Last night a 
number of enraged men shot into the house of 
Essex Dorgar, the father of the murderer, and 
killed a three-year-old child. The entire sec- 
tion is aroused. 


They Tunneled Their Way Out. 

Cuicaco, May 2.—Daily News special from 
Springfield, Mo., reports a general jail de- 
livery last night. As a measure of economy 
the special guard at the jail was discharged. 
Eight prisoners sawed through the floor and 
tunneled twenty feet to the outer foundation 
wall, in which they broke a hole and escaped 
and are still at large. The sheriff and a posse 
are hunting them. All were confined for 
serious but not capital offenses 


A Verdict of Not Guilty. 
HARRISONBURG, Va., May 2.—In the county

Hakrtrorp, Conn,, May 2.—The democratic 
state convention was called to order at 10:45 
a.m. by. Chairman M. F. Dooley, Wm. F. 
Shields, of ‘Norwich, was elected temporary 
chairman.

Sunday Newspapers Denounced—Women 
Ineligible as Delegates, 

New York, May 2.—In the general Metho~ 
dist conference today the address of bishops re- 
viewing revival work since the last conference 
four years ago, stated that within that time 
the membership increased from 1,769,134 to 
2,095,935. The church has twelve theological 
seminaries, fifty-four colleges and one hundred 
and fifty-four academies for the education of 
candidates for the ministry. The value of this 
property is over $25,000,000. The Freedmen’s 
Aid society has done great work in the south, 
not only among the blacks but the whites ag 
well. For the first time in the history of the 
conference women have been sent as dele- 
gates. The bishops did not think that women 
were eligible. 

The bishops severely criticized secular Sune 
day newspapers, and claim that they are of no 
use, and that they are one of the means of 
robbing the people of their day of rest.’ The 
liquor traffic was deprecated, and total prohi- 
bition was advised. 

The report of the committee appointed to ree 
port on the eligibility of women as delegates, 
was then brought forward. Itis against the 
eligibility of women. The report was signed 
by eleven members of the committee, and six 
of the members refused to sign it.

The House of Commons Defeats the Bill Reg~ 
uiating Hours of Labor. 


Lonponw, May 2.— In the house of commons 
tonight, Sir John Lubbock moved the second 
reading of the bill closing shops at 8 p. m. fivé 
days of the week and at 10 p. m.on Saturday. 
If they regulated hours for the sale of liquor, 
why, he asked, should they not regulate the 
hours for the sale of other goods? What was 
the use of night schools and free libraries with 
the present excessive hours of labor? The 
physical, moral and religious interests of the 
people were being sapped by long hours. 

Mr. Bradlaugh denounced the bill fs abso 
lutely immoral in principle and absurd in de-~ 
tail. He upheld shorter hours of labor for 
every one, but if parliament should set itself 
to dictate the hours of labor for every industry 
in the country, they would have legislation of 
a most terific character; legislation that would 
crush personal energy and enterprise, ruin 
trade and tmpoverish and weaken individual 
character. [{Cheers.] 

The bill was rejected by a vote of 273 to 95, 
None of the ministers spoke on the measure. 
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The Pope and Irish Agitation. 


LONDON, May 2.—It is stated that the papal 
decree and Cardinal Monaco’s circular to the 
bishops are considered preliminary steps te 
further action in Irish affairs. The special 
congregation of the propaganda, composed ex- 
clusively of cardinals, is now examining several 
questions relating to the Irish agitation upon 
which it will formally vote. Cardinal Simeont 
has submitted at least ten points tothe congre- 
gation. The vatican appears resolved that 
those opposing its decisions will — them- 
selves outside the pale of the moral and Chris- 
tian law. The vatican does not doubt that the 
Irish bishops will feel the necessity of adopting 
the line of conduct the vatican prescribes. 

DuBLin, May 2.—United Ireland hasa_ vio- 
lent article today on the pope’s decree. It 
says: 

The rescript stamped Balfour's object e failure, 
It is the coercsonists last card. The tories have im- 
itated the weakest and most despicable of English 
monarchies, King John’s. They have paid a tribute 
to Kome for help in the hour of ignominious defeat, 
thereby buying their own death warrant. 
They also say that the rescript would 
demoralize the Catholic faith in Ireland, which 
they hate as ree as they do the plague, and 
they hoped that indignation and wounded affec- 
tion would be more powerful than terror. But they 
will utterly fail in both nefarious projects. Irish- 
men will take the rescript for what it is worth, and 
nothing more.”

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WELCH IS OUT, 


But Shaw is Still Confined Within 
Prison Walls. 


The Story of the Great Butts County Trag- 
| edy—The High Standing of the 
Alleged Assassins. 


O. L. Welch has been released from Fulton 
eounty jail under a $4,000 bond. 
one 


Welch has been jail several months, charged 
‘with complicity in the assassination of Thomas 
McNair, near Worthville, in Butts county. 
His arrest on so grave a charge caused an un- 
hounded sensation in that seetion, because of 
his high standing, and many refused to believe 
him guilty. He is aleading merchant, a justice 
ot the,peace, and stands high in the chureh 
ole we community. How sucha man could 
be suspected of such a crime was a mystery. 

; een 

Thomas McNarr, the murdered man, was a 
blacksmith. He was a natural mechanic, and 
had many inventions of his own, and might 
have been a useful man, a good child, husband 
and father, but he commenced to drink and 
gamble. Several years ago, after gambling 
allof a Christmas eve night with Alfred 
Hardy, of Jasperzcounty, an altercation oc- 
curred which resulted in the death of Hardy. 
By considerable effort on the part of the friends 
of McNair and the able defense made by 
James 8S. Boynton, now judge, and others, he 
was acquitted. Since that time, and up to his 
death, he was a terror to many at Worthville 
and the surrounding settlement.

Several stores were broken open during the 
years 1886-7, one of them that owned by Welch 
& Fincher, in Butts county, near Worthville, 
on the lines of Butts and Henry counties. Mc- 
Nair and Alfred Shepherd, @ negro, were 
suspected. Shepherd was arrested. He said 
that McNair came to his house, and that 
through threats from McNair he got 
up from his bed and went with 
him to the store and stood 
watch until the store was opened, and that the 
goods taken he helped to carry to McNair’s 
house. At the commitment trial the negro 
gave bond and McNair was brought to Fulton 
county jail on failure to give bond, where he 
remained until the March term of Butts supe- 
rior court, 1887, which was only a few weeks. 
A true bill was found against McNair. He 
was puton trial, but the jury disagreed—eleven 
for guilt, one for acquittal. McNair succeeded 
in giving bond and returned to his home near 
Worthville. 
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It is claimed that O. L. Welch was very 
anxious that McNair should be convicted, and 
the assertion is made that the witness whose 
testimony makes McNair a burglar so swore 
because Welch had paid him to do se. How- 
ever that may be, McNairdid not have much 
longer to live. That night he was called upon 
to pay the forfeit. McNair was aroused from 
his sleep by a loud knocking at the door. 
Leaving his bed, he approached the door, and, 
before opening it, called out: ‘Who is there?” 
“TIT have brokejmyjharness,”’ answered some one 
from the outside, ‘‘and wrnt you to give me a 
light to fix i: so that Ican move on.’”’ ‘‘Who 
are you?” asked McNair. ‘“‘I am a stranger 
here,’’ answered the man, giving the name. 
“All right; wait a minute and I’ll bring youa 
light,’’ answered McNair. 

A second later a match flashed up in the 
room and then in another second the door be- 
gan to open slowly. The door opened, but 
MeNair could see no one in front of it." Hold- 
ing™the light high above his head, he asked: 
**‘Where are you?’’ ‘‘Here,’’ answered a man. 
The voice came from the road, and through 
the darkness McNair saw some one in the road. 
Lowering the light he stepped out of the door, 
and an instant later there was the report 
of the gun. Simultaneous with the report 
MeNair dropped to the ground. The 
light went out and when his wife, alarmed by 
the shot, came to the door, no one was in 
sight. By the lightof a match she discovered 
her husband lying within a few feet of the 
door. The head was torn half away and the 
blood covered the ground. Mrs. McNair gave 
the alarm and neighbors came in. The body 
was picked up and moved into. the house and 
the next day an inquest was held. The lady 
told the story, but could give nothing indi- 
cating the guilty parties and the murder was 
tha greatest mystery the county ever bad. 
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For months the mystery grew deeper and 
deeper. There were whispers, however,which 
implicated prominent parties, and when the 
last grand jury of Butts county met, R. A. 
Wilson turned state’s evidence and gave the 
whole thingaway. It was ascertained that O. 
L. Welch, Jasper Willard, Jesse Yancy and 
Thomas M. Shaw were the guilty parties, and 
Warrants were issued for their arrest. Sheriff 
Beauchamp organized a posse on Saturday 
evening, and set out to apprehend them, and 
succeeded in capturing two of the parties, 
Welch and Shaw. Mr. Shaw was found at his 
home, and had net expected any trouble. 
Welch had become aroused, and had hidin a 
neighbor's house up stairs in a box. They 
were brought to Jackson on Sunday. Shaw 
made an open confession, stating that he held 
the horses while the other men done the shoot- 
ing. Welch made no statement whatever. 
The others were warned, and escaped. They 
are all white, respectable, and men of families, 
and several of them members of the Baptist 
church. Mr. W. R. Thaxton says of the 
crime: 

A more horrible crime has never been committed, 
‘The Wool’o!k murder was not worse, for in it the 
murderer may have been insane: in this, there were 
five men, all between forty and fifty years of age, 
with wives and children at home, with their souls 
so black that they could go and call this poor man 
from his bed and have him to hold a light so that 
the devilish assassins could make their aim more 
sure and k'lled him in the presence of his wife 
and four innocent children. Mr. Welch was a mem- 
ber of the Baptist church; so was Mr. Wilson, who 
gave themaway. Lhave knewn MeNair from his 
boyhood, His father wasshot down by my side at 
the battle of Spottsylvania courthouse. A braver or 
betier so&lier never lived. I lived by Tom McNair 
six years, a better friend than he neyer was born.

The attempt to write down McNair brought 
out other expressions of opinion. M?. W. F. 
Smith seeks to turn the story to prohibition 
account by the following remasks: 

i first knew McNair when he was a drummer boy 
for a military company of boys made up in Jackson 
in 1861 and 1862. A brighter, more iutelligent or 
more cheerful boy neyer started outin Hfe in this 
country. It has truly D®en said that he was a natu- 
ral born genius. He wasthe patentee of some val- 
uable inventions and our conntry could have 
boastel of him as a citizen! had it not been for 
hiatrue murderer, liquor. I put every citizen of 
Butts county on the stand who are familiar with his 
past life asa testimony in proofof his iife having 
been sacrificed to the liquor trafic. He 
killed Hardy, and I ofier the _ testi- 
mony of the tamily of both men, and all who are 
familiar with the fact as proof that the murder is 
chargeable to the liquor god. I offer the testimony 
ofhis mother, wife and neighbors as a proof that 
the liquor traffic was the blight of his brilliant young 
intellect—his prospects in this life and his hope in 
heaven. I offer the testimony of the wives, mothers, 
friends and neighbors of the four men who are for- 
ever blackened with the foul crime of his assassina- 
tion as proof that the underlaying cause of his dark 
crime was liquor, Now it is estimated thatit will 
Cost at least $4,000 for the county to keep and con- 
vict the assassins, and the question should come 
Nome to every taxpayer of this county,

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GEORGIA TEACHERS. | 


The Second Day’sSession of the 
Macon Convention. 


The Normal School Question Fully Discussed 
—The Teaching of English Grammar 
-—Other Proceedings. 


Macon, Ga., May 2.—[{Special.]—The con- 
vention met this morning with a largely in- 
creased attendance. Among the new arrivals 
were Professor J. H. Chappell, of Columbus; 
Superintendent E. C. Branson, of Athens; 
Superintendent Neely, of Rome; Professor W. 
T. Dumas, of Monticello, and Professor R. B. 
Brooks, Miss Candler and Mrs. Rogers, of 
Barnesville. 

An exhaustive discussion was had on ‘‘ Nor- 
mal Institutes, How and by Whom Conducted.”’ 
Superintendent Baker contended that more 
good could be accomplished by sending skilled 
teachers to the various counties of the state to 
give instruction in the art and science of teach- 
ing than by locating the institute at just one 
point. The mass of the teachers who need the 
instruction are not reached by the present 
method. The country teachers, who need the 


benefit more than all others, never receive the 


encouragement and imspiration and training 
that these institutes give. 

Professor John W. Glenn cordially agreed 
with Mr. Baker, and argued in addition that 
home talent should be employed. Georgia 
teachers who know the wants and temper of 
our people should be the ones secured as in- 
structors. The instruction should be practical 
and not confined, as has been too often done, 
to elaborate lectures on the ologies. 

Professor W. M. James contended that the 
instructors should be those who could com- 
mand the confidence of the teachers and 
should, therefore, be taken from the ranks of 
the pro‘es:ion in the variots count’es. 

Professor Lane supported the present policy 
of having only one institute and that in a cen- 
tral location, since the appropriation now re- 
ceived would not. be sufficient to establish in- 
‘t tutes in the various parts of thestate. He 
thought that the legislature should be pe- 
titioned to allow a liberal appropriation for the 
cause of normal institutes. 

Professor Woodall thought that the schools 
would be vastly benefitted by putting practi- 
cal teachers in the positions of the county 
school commissioners. These officials are too 
often wholly incompetent for the r work. 

Superintendent Evans also sjoke to this 
question. 

Dr. L. B. Clifton argued that the small ap- 
propriation should not be seattered and dissi- 
pated over the state, but concentrated at one 
place. Waves of influence would be thus 
started that would go to the uttermost parts of 
the state. 

Professor J. Harris Chappell, of Columbus, 
then read a thoughtful paper on “The Three 
Guides.”” These three guides, to all conduct 
in life, and especially to efficiency in teaching, 
he took to be tuition, experience and intuition ; 
the first being good, the second better, and the 
third best. 

Teachers should not be imitators, but should 
strike out for themselves. The methods ofan- 
other cramp and fetter the mind. To destroy 
the individuality istoruin the teacher. All 
extraneous aids only arouse the teacher; all 
ability must be elaborated from either. One 
should let his own light shine. 

This paper, which abounded to a remarkable 
extent with acute thought and exquisite liter- 
ary gems, was ably discussed by Messrs. Ford, 
Branson, O’Hara, Glenn of Macon, Glenn of 
Jefferson, Lambdin and Harper. 

Superintendent McKemie read an interesting 
paper on “What shall we do with English 
Grammar,’ in which he took the position that 
the genius of the English language was entirely 
different from the Latin and Greek, and that, 
therefore the English grammar should not be 
founded on the Latin grammar, but should be 
distinct and peculiar. 

The afternoon session was employed by the 
department of superintendence in the discus- 
sion of ‘“The Nature and Extent of Work in 
Graded Elementary Schools.’’ Mr. D. Q. Ab- 
bott, of Macon, read a valuable paper on the 
subject and was fellowed by Messrs. Baker, 
Ford, Glenn, Harper and Evans, 

At the evening session Mrs. D. P. Woodruff, 
of Newnan, read a beautiful poem on 

‘*‘The Earth its May-time hath, 
So hath the God-like mind,” 

Editor F. H. Richardson, of the Telegraph, 
also delivered a chaste and polished address on 
“The Press as a Factor in Education,’’ which 
was highly appreciated and applauded by 
those present, after which the meeting ad- 
journed until 9:30 o’clock in the morniug. 

At the invitation of Professor W. D. Wil- 
liams, of the blind academy, the attendants to 
the Georgia State Teachers’ association attend- 
ed an interesting entertainment at the academy 
last night, rendered by the inmates. The ren- 
dering of the programme was a source of pleas- 
ure to those present, and all were more than 
satisfied with what had been accomplished.

THE ONE TOPIC 


That is Engaging the Attention 
of the House. 


Another Day Spent in Diseussing the Tariff 
Bill—Speeches for and Against the 
Measure An Evening Session. 


Wasuincton, May 2.—In the house, Mr. 
Harner, of Pennsylvania, presented a memo- 
ria! of dealers in tobacco in Philadelphia, in 
favor of the speedy repeal of the entire tax on 
tobacco. Referred. 

On motion of Mr. Phelan, of Tennessee, the 
senate bill was passed for the establishment of 
a lighthouse at Newport News, and Middie 
Ground, Va. 

The house then went into committee of the 
whole (Mr. Springer, of Illinois, in the chair) 
on the tariff bill. 

Mr. Wilson, of Minnesota, said that the sur- 
plus in the treasury was demoralizing in the 
extreme. He briefly reviewed the history of 
the attempts of the democratic party to reduce 
that surplus by a reduction of tariff duties. Of 
late years, republicans in congress, with al- 
most unanimity, opposed considering the ques- 
tion of reducing the tariff on necessities, and 
had been in favor of reducing the tax on 
wealth; while the democrats, with the excep- 
tion of a few, whocame from protective strong- 
holds, had been opposed to taking the tax off 
wealth and in favor of reducing the tariff on 
necessities. 

In denouncing the protection system, he as- 
serted that protection did not exclude Euro- 
pean manufactures from our market, but did 
exclude our manufacturers from the markets 
of the world. The protectionists were accus- 
tomed to point to the volume of domestic man- 
ufactures as a fruit of the tariff, while they all 
did not state that eighty or ninety per cent of 
those manufactures must of necessity be made 
in the United States tariff or no tariff. The 
important question presented now was wheth- 
er the wealthy classes be allowed tolevy a trib- 
ute on the industrial classes. That was the 
contest now betore the country, and sooner or 
later the people would sueceed. 

Mr. McComas, of Maryland, said if the ma- 
jority would suffer the republican minority to 
deal for one day only with the problem of the 
surplus, he believed they would in that single 
day reduce our annual revenues seventy mil- 
lions of dollars by repealing the internal reve- 
nue tax on tobacco, a burden on the farmers of 
sixteen hundred counties and fifteen states, by 
repealing the internal revenue tax on alcohol 
used in arts, manufacturing, medicine and 
drugs, and by reducing the tariff on sugar to 
aiminimiim, yielding revenue enough to pay 
bounties to home producers of sugar from cane. 
sorghum, corn and beets. The. reduction of 
the surplus was the pretext, but not the motive 
of the pending bill. I is not surplus revenue, 
not protective revenue, not a war tariff, but a 
protective tariff the majority assailed. Presi- 
dent Cleveland's message and this foundiing 
now called the Mills bill had a common pur- 
pose. Both used the surplus as the fulcrum 
wherewith to apply the _§ free. trade 
lever to dislodge the protective system. Every 
free trader applauded both. Every protection- 
ist denounced both. The democracy had under 
Mr. Cleveland, after forty years, renewed its 
allegiance to English free trade. This fight 
was not over the details of this bill, buton the 
broad issue of free trade or protection. Free 
trade meant untaxed foreign competition. It 
cheapened a few thjngs the workman con- 
sumed, but cheapened‘everything that he pro- 
duced. 

Protection raised the price of a few things 
the workinan consumed, but raised the price 

-of everything he produced, and higher wages 
for what he produced means a higher standard 
of life for home, wife and chNdren. Since all 
foreign countries but England had adopted the 
protective system, free trade for us could not 
open a single port or market not now open to 
us, but simply open our market 
to all foreign wares. We would fall before the 
combined efforts of protective tariffs abroad 
and foreign competition at home. 1t was amaz- 
ing to hear representatives from the southern 
states tnite to denounce the tariff when the 
south most needed protection. New England 
and. Pennsylvania, rich with the fruits of the 
general system of manufactures, might well 
smile at the folly of these southern leaders, 
blinded by prejudice. 

The war cry of the old south was slave labor 
and free trade. Slavery had gone, but these 
leaders of the old south here on this floor, 
fought for English alliance and free trade once 
more. Free trade was still the dream 

the old south, whose cornerstone 
was the plantation idea, wide 
lands, an accomplished few, enriched 
by ignorant many, toiling for a bare subsist- 
ence. He pictured the new south, thrilling 
with mighty enterprises, developing her mines, 
founding her cities, and said to this new south 
Mr. Cleveland’s message against the protective 
tarifi came like some unwelcome bell, knelling 
a departed friend. : 

Disclosing the effect of the Mills bill on coal 
and iron, he said that the simple device of 
omitting to nage bituminous coal, repealing 
the law which did specify it and putting it on 
the free list as ‘‘mineral substance in a crude 
state,’’ would not long be hidden from the new 
south, concerned for its coal and iron. 

Mr. Lanham, of Texas, did not claim to be 
an expert philosopher in the dismal science, 
the tariff. What he had to say was, he stated, 
designed for the home market and local con- 
sumption. He was not vain enough to believe 
that his remarks would be in demand for ex- 
port, or that there would be any occasion to 
exhaust the supply which he expected to pro- 
vide for his immediate constituents. 

He did not expect for them any conspicuous 
notice outside of their place in the Congres- 
sional Record. He did not calculate that they 
would have any marked effect on the courteous 
gentlemen who honored him with their audi- 
ence, or that they would influence the judg- 
ment of a single representative on the floor, or 
afford any valuable contribution to the economic 
thought or literary excellence of this discussion. 
But believing, as he did, that this subject was 
one of supreme importance,he felt constrained 
to record his convictions, and express some 
reason for the faith that was in hap What 
the fate of the pending bill woul®*be, no one 
could safely prognosticate. It was within the 
power of the protectionists, to defeat if, or to 
obstruct and wear it out; but whatever might 
be the result, he sincerely hoped that mo one 
on his side of the house would take the initia- 
tive fort, Let no man whoclaimed to be a 
democrat drive the first dagger, or strike the 
first blow. Inview of the conditions which 
surrounded congress, and in view of the 
intrepid stand taken by the president, he 
could not see how any democrat could afford 
to antagonize the general proposition for re- 
ducing taxation. Democrats were 
inflexibly determined to crowd and press 
this great issue before congress and 
the country. Agitation would not cease until 
something was accomplished. The people 
would not brook further suspense. The lines 
were being drawn. Men must choose whom 
they would serve. ‘‘Who is not for us is 
against us.”” If a democrat favored a pro- 
tective tariff, let him go into the camp of the 
enemy. Ifarepublican favored tariff reduc- 
tion, fet him comeintothe army of reform. 
He( Lanham) was forthe bill with some amend- 
ments. If they could not be had he would 
take the bill as: it was and give it his 
earnest support. His principal objection to it 
was that it was too protective. He would vote 
for free wool without fear of injuring the peo- 
ple of his district or retarding the well-being 
and prosperity of his state. He argued that 
free Gaal. instead of being an injury to the 
wool growerjof Texas, woula prove a benefit to 
him, as it would have the effect of inviting to 
that state wool growers of other states where 
the price of land was high. 

Mr. Allen, of Massachusetts,wished he could 
take the members of the houséto the hieghts 
opposite Lowell, where wouid be seen miles of 
cotten mills, filled from basenient to roof with 
a throbbing army of stalwart workmen and 
women. Standing on those heights as the sun 
went down, they wouki sce the lights flash out, 
twinkling and flashing as reflected on the bo- 
som of a river, they revealed the stars im 
heaven ; the bells rang out, the gates tlew open, 
and from them issued theusands of working- 
men and women, well clothed, well fed, wel 
housed, pleasant to look-upon, bappy and con- 
tented, moving quietly to their own homes. 
They were the ideal w rners of every 
New England manufact city. 

These 


its members would in the slightest degree turn 
from the principle of the policy which had 
done so much to make the country great and 
powerful. [Applause.]} 

Mr. Caruth, of Kentucky, said it was claim- 
ed by the protectionisis that ruin and destruc- 
tion would follow the enactment of revenue 
reform laws. He had thought as he had lis- 
tened to the glowing trihmte to the new south 
by Mr. Burrows, of Michigan a few days ago, 
of that time within the memory of many gen- 
tlemen on this floor, when it had been con- 
tended by representatives of the south in con- 
gress that the abolition of slavery 
would mean the destruction of their 
wealth, the ruin of their homes, and 
the abandonment of their friends. No argument 
conld convinte them of their error. It took a 
horrible war; it took shot and canister and 
shell; it took the blood of gallant lives to 
abolish slavery. - Not a quarter of a century 
had passed and what wasthe result? The elo- 

uent peroration of the gentieman irom 
Michigan would answer that question. The 
entire people of the south thanked God that 
slavery had been abolished. As the {south 
had contended that without slavery it could 
not exist, so now the north contended that 
cere wasits only safety. As the south 
1ad found that the liberation of its slaves was 
the commencement of its greatness, so the 
north would find that the adoption 
«+ @ revenue tariff would 
awaken her enerzies, add new 
impulse to her enterprise and lend to every 
power double power. To reach this desired 
end, there could not and would not be a re- 
course toarms. An industrial revolution of 
the north would be brought about, not by the 
revolt of those who were not protected against 
those who were, but by the wise counsel, by 
fair compromise, and by the gradual emanci- 
pation of the American people from their 
slavery to monopoly. [Applause.] 

The committee then rose and the house took 
a recess until 8 p. m., the evening session to be 
for tariff discussion. 

The half a dozen members who attended the 
evening session, listeried toa good speech from 
Mr. Stewart, of Georgia, from the anti-protec- 
tion standpoint. He discussed at length the 
effect of protection upon the price of wages. 
He drew the conclusion, that supply and 
demand and the density of population, and not 
the tariff, regulated the-price of labor. He 
read a table which he had prepared, estimating 
that a family of six persons living ona farm, 
were taxed bythe present tariff duties $156a 
year, and that the passage of the Mills 
bill wonld result in reducing these taxes 5S. 
The placing of hoop iron on the free list and 
the reduction of the duty on bagging would 
alone save to the people of the southern states 
$1,400,000 yearly, in preparing cotton for mar- 
ket. Referring to trusts and pools, he de- 
clared that the passage of the bill would par- 
alyze the power which held the industies of 
the country in its hands; and that was 
the reason there was so much stubborn 
unyielding opposition to a measure so muchin 
the interest of the people. He took occasion 
in talking of the internal revenue taxation to 
make a strong pleaagainst reducing the taxes 
on whisky, which he denounced as the cause 
of ignorance and crime. If it meant his polit- 
ical grave he would vote for cheap necessaries 
of life, and let whisky stay under the ban, as 
it was today. 

Mr. Davis, of Massachusetts, followed in a 
pronounced protection speech, and the house 
at 9:45 adjourned.

Pensions to Judges—The Railroad Land

WASHINGTON, May 2.—In the senate, Mr, 
Edmunds, from the judiciary committee, re- 
ported back (adversoly) the senate bill to re- 
peal the statute allowing pensions to judges in 
certain places, placed on the calendar, as he 
said, that his friend from Mississippi, Mr. 
George, desired to speak upon it. He aiso in- 
troduced a bill to increase the pensions of sol- 
diers and sailors who contracted heart disease 
in the service. Referred. 

The senate then, on motion of Mr. Sherman, 
proceeded to executive business. 

This being the first secret session for several 
days, the accumulation of nominations by the 
president, among them that of Mr. Fuller, to 
be chief justice, were referred to committees 
and a number of reports, mostly upon postmas- 
ters, were made by the committees. 

The doors were reopened fifteen minutes 
later. 
the railroad land grant forfeiture bill,the ques- 
tion being on the amendment of Mr. Call last 
Monday. 

This was amended so as simply to provide 
that all actual settlers on any lands in Florida 
affected by railroad grants who made actual 
settlement after the time limited in the grant- 
ing act and before May Ist, 1888, shall have 
the right to perfect their entries respectively 
under the homestead pre-emption laws. 

After some discussion the amount, as 
amended, was agreed to. The bill was further 
discussed until two o'clock, when it went over 
till tomorrow, with an understanding that a 
final vote on the bill would be had tomorrow,

George Alfred Townsend, the best of 
American correspondents, in one of his ad- 
mirable ‘‘Gath” letters to the Cincinnati 
Enquirer discusses at length the republican 
presidential problem, and, after a full re- 
view of the situation, gives itas his opinion 
~ that Blaine will certainly be the nominee of 
the republican party. 

Mr. Townsend’s opinion on this question 
has probably greater weight than that of 
any other man, and while, of course, no- 
body can now foretell with certainty what 
will be the work of the convention, yet his 
estimate is entitled to special consideration 
on account of the many advantages which 
he possesses in his extensive acquaintance 
with public men and his opportunities for 
posting himself on the situation. 

He says that he arrived in Washington 
thinking that Mr. Blaine was out of the 
tace, but that he is now satisfied that the 
Maine statesman will be called upon to 
carry the republican banner. He thinks 
that Sherman will be unable to focalize his 
boom, and that the following which Mr. 
Sherman has so industriously worked up 
will decrease rather than increase with the 
number of ballots. He has talked with 
leading republicans from all parts of the 
country, and finds that Mr. Blaine has a 
wonderful strength, which is held in re- 
serve, and of which but little has béen said 
since his letter declining to be a candidate. 

As the time for the convention ap- 
proaches, itseems more apparent that Mr. 
Blaine’s name will be presented for the 
nomination. That he will develop an en- 
thusiastic following, even if he remains 
guiet, there is no doubt; and if his name is 
given authoritatively to the convention, 
there is scarcely the shadow of a doubt as 
to the outcome.

Charles H. Jones, of Florida, to its edito- 
rial staff. This is a good idea. Its edito- 
rial staff needs a good deal of strengthening. 


Negroes North and South. 

Reforms, like charity, should begin at 
heme. If the northern republicansare real- 
ly of the opinion that the southern negroes 
should be elected or appointed to office, 
they ought to begin their work of reform at 
home. All things considered, the northern 
negroes ought to be as capable of holding 
office as the negroes of the south. 

In spite of this fact, however, the north- 
ern republicans appear tobe deyoting all 
their energies to the arhelioration of the 
condition of the negroes at the south. 

Meanwhile, the negroes at the north are 
left in a situation at once gloomy and pecu- 
liar. In spite of everything that the repub- 
lican organs and the republican orators may 
say and do, the fact remains that they re- 
fuse to recognize the northern negroes 
either socially or politically. They gracious- 
ly permit them to vote the republican ticket, 
but the negroes who are unfortunate 
enough to live at the north are not permit- 
ted to hold office, nor are they permitted to 
associate with the white people on any- 
thing like terms of equality. 

The ties that bind the race to the white 
people of the south are altogether lacking at 
the north. There the situation lacks the 
sentiment and the surroundings that exist 
here, and the result is that the negro at the 

north is subjected to treatment that is un- 
beard of at the south. 

Intelligent southern negroes are begin- 
Ding to appreciate the difference of latitude 
aulaltitude, and before many years they 
will have their eyes fully opened to the hy- 
pocrisy of their so-catied republican friends.

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The Annexation of Mexice 

The Mexican minister to the Unpeed 
States, Senor Matias Romero, has written a 
Very interesting artie@ee in the Nashville 
American in which he discusses the ques- 
tion of the annexation of Mexico to the 
United States, regarding such an event in 
the light of remote possibility, but one 
which yjll not present itself for serious con- 
sideration ‘‘in hundreds of years from now, 
if atall.’’ 

In arghing the improbability of such a 
thing ever taking place, Minister Romero 
says: 

Many thinkers question the stability of the 
United States government in its far future. You 
have so many conflicting interests, such as those o 
the Pacific slope and the Atlantic, those of the east 
and west, and of the north and south. You have 
such antagonistic elemenis in your population, as, 
for instance, the negro and the white man, that it 
is impossicle to tell what may come of them after 
anothercentury of your national existence has 
gone by. If the government ot the United States 
' ‘were to last for several hundred years to come, and 
J were at that time one of its statesmen and should 
be called upon to decide as to whether the United 
States should make war upon Mexico to seize it or to 
otherwise unite with it, I cannot Say at what con- 
clusion I might arrive, andin my present state of 
mind I do not think I would favor annexation. But 
ata glance it would scem to me that it would not 
be wise, because I should be afraid that the in- 
corporation of another people of several Millions, 
ofa different race, language and habits of thought 
and life, would rather weaken than strengthen this 
country. So far asjthe Mexicans are concerned, 
and judging by their present temper, they would be 
am unity against such union. They feel proud of 
their nationality and would not willingly give it 
up. Besides, they believe that annexation to the 
Dnited States means subjugation and extermination, 
and with such belief they would resist it in self-de- 


No doubt at the present time the Mexi- 
ans are strongly opposed to such a union 
of the two countries, and at the same time 
this country is just about as unanimous in 
its opposition to the annexation of Mexico 
as an integral part of the United States. If 
thiscountry had wanted Mexico it could 
have gotten it long ago; and it is a very 
easy matter for us to simply reach out and 
take it whenever we feel so inalined. It is 
Probable, however, that the United States 
will never have this-inclination, for we are

| which does not conflict with the interests 


nor the institutions of this country it will be 
let alone, and the United States will be 
glad to maintain cordial relations with its 
sister republic. 

But the question of the stability of the 
present government of Mexico is a far 
more serious One than that of the perma- 


nence of this government, which Minister | 


Romero seems to think must eventually go 
to pieces on account of the diversity and 
antagonism of its elements. The United 
States has calmly watched the rise and fall 
of Mexico several times, and all that time 
this country has been growing stronger and 
more united. The Mexicans are more like 
the French in their disposition, and the 
overthrow of government has in the,past 
been looked upon by them as a mere trifle, 
soon to be forgotten and often repeated. 
No doubt the Mexicans feel proud of their 
nationality; and as they come in closer 
contact with this country and become better 
acquainted with the theory of our institu- 
tions, thereby profiting by the lesson of ex- 
perience, they will strengthen their own 
government and put it on a safer and more 
lasting foundation than ever. 

The more Mexico becomes like the 
United States in its form of government, 
and in its social and political condition, the 
less will be the chance of annexation.

Numerous recent cases of suicide have 
been attributed to the same cause—financial 
distress. Perhaps this does not correctly 
describe and explain these unfortunate trag- 
edies. Financial trouble does not drive 
men to suicide. Itis only when a man is 
so constituted that he worries over what he 
cannot help that there is danger of self- 
murder. This kind of worry has a ten- 
dency to unbalance a man’s mind, and then 
he is liabie to do anything. 

An intense, nervous man, with a disposi- 
tion to lookon the dark side of life, will 
worry himself about anything. Sometimes 
it is business, again it is some pet object, or 
it may be some trifling thing. Whether his 
suicide is preceded by a disappointment, 
the loss of money, or some small annoyance, 
the fact should be considered that he was 
from the first a victim of the worrying habit, 
and therefore on the road to insanity. 

The loss of fortune does not cause people 
of a hopeful disposition to rush off and kill 
themselves, on the contrary, they either ex- 
pect better luck next time, or accept their 
lot with patient resignation. Sometimes 
their endurance is attributed to their Chris- 
tian faith, or to their buoyant spirits, but it 
is all made clear when it is said that they 
are not of the worrying kind. 

When aman finds the habit of worry 
growing upon him he should make a vigor- 
ous effort to throw it off. Let him culti- 
vate a philosophical indifference. He will 
find that the best way to keep trouble at a 
distance is to go through the world with a 
smile on hisface. No great harm will ever 
come to such a man. He may never be 
very rich or successful, but he will always 
get along, and live out his allotted time upon 
the earth. This may not be a very bright 
prospect, but it is infinitely better than the 
fate in store for the man who worries him- 
self over everything that goes wrong.

THE LOST RECORDS. 


The Matter Again Considered by 
the County Commissioners. 


The Abstract Company Wants $30,000 for 
Them—The Committee’s Report—An 
Interchange of Views. 


Ordinary Calhoun’s office is repairing. Here 
the county commissioners always hold their 
meetings. Yesterday they met in the grand 
juryroom. Messrs. Hunnicutt, Adair, Wilson, 
Collier. Kiser and Clerk Cooper were present. 

Colonel Adair, chairman of the committee 
appointed to confer with the abstract company 
regarding the lost records, submitted a report. 
He said: 

‘‘Your committes on county records have to 
report that, accompanied by the county attor- 
ney, Colonel W.S. Thomson, they called on 
Colonel T. P. Neal, president of the Land 


Title, Warranty and Safe Deposit company, 
and inquired upon what terms said company 
would a the county of Fulton, for the 
use of the public, all the copies, or written 
matter, the company possessed that was con- 
tained in the lot as missing books of said coun- 
ty. Colonel Neal stated emphatically that 
upon no terms would he or his company dis- 
pose of any part of the records, but thought his 
company would dispose of the entire records 
books, safe, etc., to the county fer about 
$31,000. That he thought all could be had, 
but noseparate part.’’ 

‘‘Here,’’ said Colonel Adair, “is a communi- 
cation from Mr. Neal, which I will read:’’

Said company purchased these al stracts with the 
purpose of establishing and carrying on a legitimate 
business. It considers the abstracts as a whole, 
yaluable mn the busines, and if let alone, will re- 
ceive fair returns on its investment; but, believing 
that the absiracts of this company,if kept up by 
the county for the use and benefit of the public, 
would supply a long-felt need, avd believing that 
these abstracts ought to be accessible either through 
t_e meoium ofa private or public enterprise, in 
order to meet the wants of the people ip view of the 
large and ever increasing transfers of real estate 
and the facilities required to efiect the same, this 
company is willing in deference to st ch public need, 
to se]! to the county its entire plant at previsely the 
same it has cost the company. this amount to be as- 
certained by inspection of the books and vouchers 
of the company? 

The abs r.cts having been bought as a whole 
without any regard tothe separate value of that 
part covering the lost records and being valuable as 
a whole to this company, it is impossible for it to fix 
a price forsuch portion of the abstracts separate 
from the balance.

Colonel Adair said he wished to give the 
commissioners such information as he had 
been able to get touching the lost record busi- 
ness. ‘‘I ascertained from Mr. Neal,’’ he con- 
tinued, “that some $20,000 worth of 
the stock of the abstract companyis owned 
by Captain Jim Collins, and that Mr. Neal’s 
interest was about twelve thousand dollars. 
Mr. Neal told me that he would sell his stock 
at cost, but he didn’t know what Mr. Collins 
will do about it.”’ 

Mr. Collins here spoke out: ‘‘I am an inter- 
ested purty in this matter. I decline to act.’’ 

‘*T, too, am interested to the tune of $150,”’ 
said Mr. Hunnicutt, ‘‘yet that consideration 
will not deter me from acting. I don’t see 
why it should,” 

Mr. Kiser was opposed to the commission- 
ers taking any action, and he questioned ther 
power in the premises. He held that the offer 
of the abstract company could not be accepted, 
unless ‘the legislature by a special act, con- 
ferred upon the body authority to make 
the purchase. 

Colonel Adair said he had incurred the harsh 
criticism of some of his closest friends, and 
yet he was conscious of having striven to do 
his duty in the matter. “I have done noth- 
ing which I would not do again under simi- 
lar circumstances,’ said the colonel, warmly. 
“*T have stated what I know about the matter. 
Mr. Neal acknowledged that the price de- 
manded is excessive,and he told me that he was 
willing tose!l his at cost and would try to 
make some other arrangement with Mr. Col- 
lins, whereby an equitable settlement could be 
secured,”’ 

After some further interchange of views, the 
report was received as information and the 
committee was discharged. 

This left the matter precisely as it was be- 
fore. The commissioners were not willing to 
buy the records atthe price demanded, and 
the abstract company refused to make any con- 
cessions. 

The other proceedings were wholly devoid 
of public interest. 


NEW SOUTHERN WORDS, 


Picked From Charles Egbert Craddock’s 
Novels. 
From the Nashville American, 


A letter from a gentleman of this city with 
regard to the article on Miss Murfree’s new words, 
reprinted from the New York Independent in the 
American of April 20, gives some valuable informa- 
tion. I have hitherto sought in vain for the local- 
ity where Miss Murfree’s ‘‘deedie’’ is used. In the 
summer of 1585 1 made inquiries among the moun- 
taineers of the Smokies, but could find no one who 
knew the word. But, now, a gentleman who trav- 
eled for sevéral years in eastern Kentucky, says 
that ‘“‘deedie’’ is common enough in Pike, Martin, 
Floyd and Johnson counties in that state, 
formant thinks it ‘‘purely a mountain word, not 
much used along the Big Sandy river, except in im- 
itation of those who live at some distance from it,”’ 
He states that “deedie’’ is also used in north Ala- 
bama. The same authority states that spun-truck is 
eommon in the Kentucky counties mentioned 
above. I was sure that Miss Murfree had’not coined 
either of the above words, though I had not heard 
them used. Iam glad now to confess my error in 
charging her with coining the words Lbuzzardy and 
foreshortly. My correspondent says “buzzardy’ has 
only been used by negroes in my presence,’’ while 
the captain ofa hoe-gang ‘“‘often said ‘foreshortly’ 
for immediately, when he affected great impressiye- 
ness.”’ 

Iam reminded by this letter that I have several 
times been told, after criticising Miss Muriree’s or 
gome other person’s use of dialect, that I was in 
error about some of the words, but I have rarely 
been able to get any definite information, And yet 
it would scem to be so easy for any one whohas 
heard a word to state how and where it was used, 
Nor is the matter unimportant. A recent letter 
from one of the workers on the great Century Dic- 
tionary showed that an article on ‘‘Southernisms’” 
was being consulted in compiling this mammoth 
lexicon. Any of us may contribute to the aceuracy 
of that and sifiilar works. I would esteemit a 
great favor to be corrected by anybody as to the use 
of any provincialisms,and to receive from any 
source lists of unusual words. Two cases would 
have taught me, if the lesson had not already been 
learned, the necessity of care in making assertions 
about the use of words. I wason the point of de. 
nying the use of “‘to” for “at” in a certain part of 
the south, but fortunately found occasion to correct 
it in the very children around me before referring to 
itin print. After criticising Miss Murfree for mak- 
jing oue of her churactera say, ‘Ef Vander air lef’ 
be” (let be), I was amused to hear the expression 
drop naturally from the lips of the little negro who 
opened the Vanderbilt main gate. 

A letter just received from Charfeston, 8. C., in- 
forms me that ‘‘Deedie’”’ is a name given to little 
chickens in Berkeley county, 8. C,

“Peg’’ was sneaking about California. He 
has just returned from there, and is loud in 
his praise of climate, country—everything. 

‘“‘T took out a lot of North Caroling negroes, 
who go to work in the vineyards in southern 
California,’ he explained. ‘‘There were one 
hundred and seventeen in the firat party we 
took out and I have sent fifty-seven since. We 
went out by the way of Memphis, Little Rock, 
Denver, Ogden, Sacramento, to Fresno, and 
came back by Los Angeles, El Paso, Fort 
Worth, Dallas and Little Rock. Everything 
is elegant out that way, and tosay that the 
trip is a delightful one is expressing it 
mildly.” 

‘What do those negroes do out there?” 

‘*They work in the various vineyards. The 
proprietors of the vineyards say that they 
much prefer the negroes to the Chinese labor- 
ers. hey work better, are stronger physically 
ang the fact that they understand the English 
language is 4 point in their favor. The owners 
of the vineyards figure itthat the the negro 
will do 25 per cent more work than the China- 
men. Men, women and children work in the 
vineyards just as they doin the cotton fields, 
The negroes seem to like the country very 
much and so far asI could learn all were de- 
lighted with their surroundings.”’ 

“So you’re stuck on that country ?”’ 

“Stuck on it? Ishould sayso. Everything 
is in beautiful shape out there—plenty of rain 
and crops excelleut. At Abilene, Texas, they 
told me that they raise 110 bushels of oats to 
the acre and 45 bushels of wheat. Weather? 
Why at Fresno you can sit on the porch of the 
hotel, where the thermometer is 8 and 90, and 
gee the mountains where the snow is ten feet 
deep. The nights are so cool you have to sleep 
under blankets. 

“T saw a queer thing near Fresno—a rabbit 
slaughter. Two or threejtimes a'month the peo- 
ple turnout and begin a systematic hunt for 
rabcits, They spread out in a great circle and 
work toward a center, driving the rabbits, 
which are pests, before them. When they get 
the rabbitscovered they kill them with clubs r 
anything they may have. I saw 2,500 killed 
the day I was there. *It was a great sight, I as- 
sure you.’’ 

Mr. Williams has, with Messrs. Ownby and 
Gallagher. gone into the business of carrying 
the negroes to California and other points of 
the fdr west, where new fields of usefulness 
are opened up to them.

William Lee Shot at His Own Gate by An- 
other Darky. 

Ata late hour Tuesday night a negro was 
seriously wounded bya pistol shot.on Savan- 
nah street, near the Metropolitan street car 
stables. Ma 

The wounded man is William Lee,a darky 
about eighteen years of age, and the man that 
shot him is a negronamed Will Hill. The 
wound is in the right shoulder, the ball enter- 
ing the right arm very near the shoulder, pass 
ing into the body and lodging under the shoul- 
der blade, not far from the spine.

When I 
left there he followed me, and as he caught 
up with me, he said, ‘‘I’m going home with 
you.”’ I tried to get him to go back, but he 
wouldn’t, and after we got sorter out of town 
he began cussing and waving a pistol. I 
thought the best thing I could do was to keep 
quiet. As we got close to our front gate he 
pointed the pistol at my head and said: ‘I’m 
going back to Tennessee in a few days, 
and I’m going to killa nigger beforeI go.’ I 
went onand as I opened the gate with my 
side towards himheshot. That’sall I remem- 
ber, for I fainted as I fell down.”’ 

Mounted Officers Hitson and Mercer caught 
Hill later yesterday afternoon, and entered a 
case against him for disorderly conduct, quar- 
reling and discharging firearms. ‘The state case 
will develop from the evidence in his trial on 
this charge. The ong! that was arrested, says 
his name is Will Hill, but says he knows abso- 
lutely nothing about the charge upon which 
he was arrested. Bond was refused last night, 
as it is feared that the wound may be serious, 
or even fatal.

A Georgia Man Comes to the 
Front With a Patent of 1870. 


@he Vriginal Patent for the Rollers in Grist 
Mills—An Important Writ of Injunc- 
tion to Be Filed Soon, 


An important writ of injanction will be filed 
fm a few days before Judge Newman, and all 
about a patent that was granted to a Georgia 
man on the 18th of October, 1870. 

The patent is No, 108,442, for ‘‘a new and 
asefal improvement in attachment to mills.” 
Accompanying the certificate isa cut of the 

improvement, consisting of a pair of 
corrugated rollers between which the grain 
passed on its way from the hopper to the mill- 
gtone. : 

This wasthe first patent for the now indes- 

ble rollers, and was grantedto Norman 

n and Wilson Sawyer, both of Thomaston, 
Ga. Lf there was a genius in the combination, 
that was Bryan, while Sawyer seems to have 
furnished the capital with which the inventor 
materialized his plans for the “new and 
useful improvement.” .The enthusiastic 
inventor claimed for his patent that “by such 
an attachment for crushing grain the grinding 
is much facilitated, besides making @ much 
more perfect meal in grinding of wheat i by 
the grain being flattened it makes a yield of 
from three to five pounds more to the bushel, 
turning out the bran in almost whole sheets 
rather than cutting it up among the flour’’— 
exactly what is claimed for the latest improved 
rollers. 

Practical men were quick to see the great 
value of the proposed improvement, and with- 
in a few months the inventor was constructing 
mills for a great milling firm in Dayton, Ohio. 
His combination of roller and millstone worked 
satisfactorily, and a proposition was made by 
the Ohio millers, offering to the Georgian a 
royalty forthe use of his patent. Withina 
few months afterward the millstones were 
done away with by a new patent and rollers 
substituted. 

Now, the question is, is this an infringement 
of the Georgia patent?. The rollers are an im- 
provement on the old mill stones, and this 
was recognized by Bryan in the improvement 
of 1870. Now after the practicability of the 
rollers had been demonstrated by successful 
operation, another step was made in the same 
direction, And the rollers displaced the mill- 
stone entirely, instead of in part. The Geor- 

ian remonstrated against the infringement on 
Fis patent, but backed even by a Thomaston 
capitalist the remonstrance was powerless. 

Norman Bryan is dead, but his partner, 
Wilson Sawyer, is still living in Thomaston. 
Mr. Bryan’s interest in the patent passed into 
the hands of hisson, an Atlanta gentleman, 
who lives on Decatur street, and after these 
many yearsa writ of injunction is to be filed 

rainst the new patent. Justice Manning will 
fle the writ, but has not yet decided as to 
whom it shall be brought against. 

This 1s almost a parallel case to the one 
which troubled the dentists a few years ago. A 
kind of prepared rubber was patented, then 
improved, and the dentists found it very use- 
ful, indeed. After a while the original 
patentee succeeded in proving that the improve- 
ment was an infringement, in the meaning of 
the statute, and he grew to be as rich as he 
had been poor. 

“There's no telling how a patent case will 
turn out,’’ said Justice Manning yesterday, 
“but this is the original patent, for I have 
gone to a great deal of trouble to establish 
that fact. What we can do with it remains to 
be seen.”’

It re- 
quires from ten thousand to twelve thousand 
pounds to the square inch tocrush it. Very 
few of the best granites will stand such 
a pressure, while most building stones 
will crush at from three thousand to 
eight thousand pounds to the square inch. 
These qualities give it a durability beyond 
any other known marble, if not beyond any 
other building stone, while its non-absorbing 
quality will make it most desirable for toilet 
tables, imposing stones, printers’ slabs, man- 
tles, meat market and fish counters, drug 
stores, soda fountains and all places where 
liquid and oily matters of any kind come in 
contact with the surface. For tiles for floors 
in public buildings it will wear longer than 
any other marble, while for all inside finish of 
elegant buildings its beauty cannot be ex- 
celled.”’ 

Another prominent member of the company 
said: 

‘‘Four quarries have already been opened, 
all varying in color from pure white to nearly 
black. One of the quarries, the Creole, yields 
a very dark mottled marble, with a white 
ground, and very dark blue, almost black, 
mottlings, giving a very rich and beautiful 
effect. Another, the Cherokee, produces a 
white marble, with clouds of dark blue, and a 
bluish gray with dark spots. Another, the 
Etowah, yields a rich, high colored marble, 
with pink, salmon and rose tints varied with 
dark green shades in infinite variety. For 
mantles, table tops, panels and transoms it is 
of surpassing beauty. Another p pet the 
Kennesaw, yields a pure white, and being cry- 
staline like that of the other quarries, it is pre- 
cisely like the ancient Parian, so celebrated 
among the Greeks for sculpture.’’ 

The editor of the Massachusetts Plonghman 
recently visited the marble quarries, and he 
thus eloquently discourses about the rare qual- 
ities of the Georgia marble: 

“Standing by the Kennesaw quarry, one of the 
four described, we could not helo asking ourselves, 
Have we a Parian marble in America? We have 
seen pep specimens of Parian, now rare, and 
strictly a' tique, and puttingthem by the side of the 
white Kennesaw, itis quite jmpossible to see avy 
diflerence. Both have the“tame large, lustrous, 
sparkling crystals, and look so alike that they can- 
not be told apart. To appreciate the national impor- 
tance of this new “‘iind’’ it is necessary to form a 
correct estimate ot what Parian really was,and how 
it was regarded by the artistic eyes of the Greeks, 
with Phidias, the most renowned of ancient artists, 
at their head. 

Paros is one of the #gean islands. It was chiefly 
renowned for its beautiful marble. Ofall the va- 
rieties of white marbie used for sculpture, Parian 
held the first and highest rank. Its quarries were 
worked many centuries before the Christian era, 
and they were long since exhausted. Some versions 
of the Bible state that David procured the Parian 
marble to be used in building the temple of Jerusa- 
lem, and ifit were so, it proves that this marble was 
widely known and used before the age of Homer. 
It was found inthe ruins of Troy. Many years 
later it was used in building the splendid 
mausoleum of Hadrian, now the castle of 
8:. Angelo, at Rome, while many of the 
Statues that adorned that magnificent monument, 
were of the same material. Very many of the 
artique sculptures of the Vatican museum were 
carved in Parian, as the Minerva, the Ariadne and 
the Venus, the Mercury and the Apollo Belvedere. 
Tn fact, Parian took precedence of all other marbles 
to such an extent as to become a sort of general 
name for what was most beautiful and excellent 
among decorative stones. It was regarded by the 
ancients as peculiarly agreeable to the gods on ac- 
count of its whiteness and purity, and so its virtues 
were widely celebrated by the classic writers. 

This rare and beautiful marble can be seen only 
in works of antiaue art, and in fragments picked out 
of the ruins of ancient cities. But here it apparent- 
ly comes up again in the white Kennesaw, packed 
in among the picturesque mountains of northern 
Georgia. Weshould cali it the Georgia Parian, It 
can be sawn to less than a quarter of an inch in 
thickness, when it is very translucent, another point 
in which it resembles the antique Parian, which 

as of remarkable translucency. We know of no 

ranulated marbles that could .be cut so thin. .It 
suggests its possible uss for windows in churches, 
where it would transmit as much light as the ex- 
peers windows of stained glass. Slabs from the 
ttowah quarry could not be equalled for beauty or 
variety for such uses.”’ 

The Georgia Marble company owns or con- 
trols seven thousand acres, all, or nearly all 
underlaid with these beautiful marbles, so that 
the quarries are absolutely inexhaustible. It 
would take a thousand years, with a thousand 
men and the best possible machinery to make 
much impression on it. It is not too much to 
say that as soon as its superior qualities be- 
come known it will be used in preference to 
Italian or any other marble, or to predict for 
Georgia marble a grand and brilliant future.
